The 13: counties in northern lower 
Michigan (Antrim, Benzie, Char- 
levoix, Cheboygan, Crawford, Emmet, 
Grand Traverse, Kalkaska, Leelanau, 
Manistee, Missaukee, Otsego, and 
Wexford) had an average unemploy- 
ment rate of 11.0% for June, 1992. 

The Upper Pennisula (15 counties) 
had an unemployment rate of 10.6%. 
The Detroit area (Wayne, Oakland, 
Macomb, Monroe, Livingston, Lapeer, 
and St. Clair counties) had an unem- 
ployment rate of 9.2%. The Flint area 
(Genesse County) had an unemploy- 
mentrate of 12.3%. The Saginaw area

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“Crawford’s unemployment rate 
historically has been lower than the 
other counties and one of the big rea- 
sons is Camp Grayling,” said MESC 
analyst Dan Lopez, from the Traverse 
City office.

Since 1981, Weyerhaeuser, 
Georgia-Pacific’s Resin Plant, K mart, 
and other new businesses have opened

The June MESC figures showed 
500 residents unemployed in Crawford 
County and 6,975 residentsemployed. 
Out of the 6,975 employed residents, 
4,725 held wage or salary jobs within 
the county and the rest were self- 
employed, worked at jobs outside the 
county, or worked at agricultural jobs.

-~Commissioners spend $97, 650 
for computer software, services

County commissioners voted to 
accepta $97,650 contract for software 
and support services offered by New 
World Incorporated, of Troy. 

Prosecuting attorney John Huss 
reviewed the contract with 
commissioners in the moming session 
of their regular mecting, August 11. 
Included in the five year agreement 
are provisions for maintenance and 
training, as well as programing for the 
county’s new- I.B.M, AS-400 
hardware, purchased June 17, from 
proceeds of the landfill sale. 

Huss indicated that the contract 
appeared solid and advised 
commissioners thatthe contract would 
require them to hire a liaison to work 
with New World in getting the new 
mainframe computer up and minning. 
This liaison would have to become 
more familiar with the terms of the 
contract than the commissioners, and 
would be accountable for meeting 
deadlines for database development 
stipulated in the contract,

Grayling native Fred Niederer is 
included in the latest edition of Artists 
of New England, a catalog sent to 
major art gallerics and architectural 
firms throughout the country, 
including the Metropolitan Museum 
of Art.

Stancil was supported in his 
concerns by Beaver Creek Fire Chief 
Ed Holicamp who said the proposed 
software is notcompatible with current 
township computers and that no firm 
coststegarding i integration were given 
to townships. 

Reichenbach indicated that cost 
information could not be provided to 
the townships until more information 
on their systems (only two townships

in 1985. (Theynow haveeightchildren 
and are expecting their ninth.) 

“There are more people with money 
there,” he said. ‘They traditionally 
came to Maine to buy art. Booth Bay 
Harbor is a mecca for artists.” 

In Maine, he worked for four years 
at a Kmart, while simultaneously 
completing approximately one 
painting a week. 

TECHNIQUE 

“During that time my style 
changed,” he explained. “I had been 
doing acrylic painting with a palette. 
{t dries in 30 minutes, so you have to 
do fast paintings. It doesn’t allow you 
to blend colors very well or remember 
the exact shade of a color.if you must 
put the palette down. Soin my earlier 
paintings, the colors are bright and not 
blended well.” 

Nor did the paints dry to similar 
sheens. ‘“‘The blacks were flat; the 
greens were glossy,” said Niederer. 
“It looked awkward. I used a gloss 
varnish, but I didn’t care for that, so I 
changed to a matte finish.” 

While working in the Kmart photo 
center, he discovered he could mix the 
matte finish with his paints in clear 
Fuji film containers. It slowed the 
drying time to one hour and the 
resulting colors had the same sheen. 

“Now I can take my technique from 
impasto (heavy globs of paint applied 
with a knife) to real fine line water 
color (using water to thin the acrylic 
paint for a transparent look).” 

“My style is evolving,” he said. “I 
knew what I wanted to accomplish, 
but I struggled trying to get there until 
I discovered the canisters,” 

During the same period—the mid 
1980s—-Niederer entered a painting 
in the National Arts for the Parks 

competition. Although he did not win, 
simply knowing the top prize was 
$100,000 was “a great impetus. It 


made a change in my art. If it was 


good, itdeserved a little more attention 


to detail for $100,000.” 


FIRST BIG AWARD 
In 1990, Niederer’s “Jordan Stream” 
wona Istprize in the Maine Sportsman 
Show, his first win in a major 


competition. In agreatdeparture from. .; 


‘his earlier quick works, he spent 80 
hours on that painting alone. 

Currently he is painting a series of 
up to 30 landscapes and seascapes in 
Acadia National Park, Some of them 
are displayed and on sale at Sarah’s 
Pizza in Wiscasset, Maine. 

While visiting his family in Grayling 
this summer, he completed a painting 
of the old Niederer ice house, located 
east of Shellenbarger Creek on M-72 
East. 

He said he also plans to sel} some of 
his prints in Grayling atM & M Crafts/ 
Mary’s Corner Book Swap on 
Michigan Avenue. 

Regarding his inclusion in Artists of 
New England, Niederer said, “I’ve 
known fora long time that you have to 
get more notoricty innational markets. 
My quality was surpassing what was 
selling in Augusta. Being published 
in this book is helping to bridge that 
gap.”

In addition to painting, he is 
presently employed as a special 
education teacher in Augusta, where 
he works with elementary students 
with behavioral problems. 


“They’re all creative kids,” he said. - 


“Thave a boy coming in (the program) 
who tests out at the genius level, buthe 
can’t get along with anybody.” 

“T have the sense about those kids 
and about artists that--due to their 
sensitivity—they perhaps see more of 
what society doesn’t wish to see. They 
don’t often know how to handle what 


they know.and their knowingcancome | 


in a variety of ways. Sometimes they 
can’t prove what they know.” 

“Society makes certain choices,” he 
continued. “It says to people, ‘You’ re 
not going down the rightroad.’ These 
people are like prophets in a small 
way-—without the religious 
connotation. They’re raising a voice 
saying, ‘Something is out of order.’” 

Last summer, he taught arts and 
crafts at a prestigious boys camp in 
Fayette, Maine. 

“It was fun,” he said. “It gave me 
eight weeks to be as creative as 1 
wished to be and still get paid for it.” 

Niederer said that all of his own 
children are creative, artistically and 
musically. He teaches them at home 
“if there are unnecessary discipline 
problems in the classroom.” 

He said he thinks public schools are 
not designed to handle the people 
needed for a well-rounded society— 
that is, the very gifted. 

“Schools don’t adjust real well to 
the little fine tunings society needs to 
stay running at top efficiency. The 
problem is no fault of theirown; they’re 
just not set up that way. I belicve 
parents have a better handle on what 
their children need than schools.” 

“I don’t like to be the person who 
rocks the boat unnecessarily, because 
some people need public school. But 
homeschooling is very easy in Maine.” 

PHILOSOPHY 

Niederer said he doesn’t paintmuch 
that humans have made. “I never have 
the same feeling as when I’m penne 
something alive.” 

“I believe that when you’ ‘repainting — 
‘a tree; you have-to become a tree. 
Things in nature tend to be very single- 
minded in their pursuit of life. [finda 
great deal of peace and calmness 
because they don’t have a lot of 
uncluttered energy thathumans have.” 

“Humans are always trying to be 
made into something they’re not 
supposed to be. It’s a world pastime to 
put others down, to not be connected 
with what we’re supposed to be. My 
artwork is designed to let people know 
there is a much greater order of things 
that man should be fitting into.”
